PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  mav  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  In 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 
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(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 

dollars.  ,  .  .  , 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act.  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  l-ecast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties,  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7  l/z  inches.  There  shall  be  a  mai'ginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.

interurban  and  street  railways,  and  prescrib¬ 
ing  the  equipment  and  appliances,  for  locomo¬ 
tives,  motors,  and  cars  used  in  said  operation 
in  British  Columbia. 

“  Railway  Act.” 

(Chapter  241,  R.S.B.C.  1936.) 

I,  Leslie  Harvey  Eyres,  Minister  of  Railways 
of  the  Province  ‘of  British  Columbia,  hereby 
cei'tify  that  pursuant  to  section  287  of  the 
“Railway  Act,”  being  chapter  241,  R.S.B.C. 
1936,  I  have  made  rules  and  regulations  gov¬ 
erning  the  operation  of  tramways,  interui’ban 
and  street  railways,  and  prescribing  the 
equipment  and  appliances  for  locomotives, 
motors,  and  cars  used  in  said  operation  in 
British  Columbia,  copy  of  which  is  attached 
hereto. 

Certificate  No.  534,  dated  28th  day  of  Febru¬ 
ary,  1929,  and  Cei’tificate  No.  465,  dated  7th 
day  of  September,  1921,  are  hereby  rescinded.

PART  VII. 


Equipment  and  Appliances  used  in  the 
Operation  of  Interurban  Tramways, 
with  Rules  governing  Operation. 

1.  The  term  “  Inspector,”  wherever  used  in 
these  rules,  shall  mean  an  Inspector  of  the 
Department  of  Railways ;  “  Department  ”  shall 
mean  Department  of  Railways;  and  “com¬ 
pany  ”  shall  mean  a  company  operating  tram¬ 
ways,  or  interurban  or  street  railway. 

2.  Every  company  shall  provide  and  cause 
to  be  used  on  all  trains  and  cars  modexm  and 
efficient  apparatus,  appliances,  and  means: — 

(a.)  To  pi'ovide  immediate  communication 
between  the  conductor  while  in  any 
car  of  any  passenger-train  and  the 
engineer  or  motorman : 

( b .)  To  check  at  will  the  speed  of  the  train, 
and  bring  the  same  safely  to  a  stand¬ 
still  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  and, 
except  under  cii’cumstances  of  sudden 
danger  or  emei-gency,  without  causing 
undue  discomfort  to  passengers  (if 
any)  on  the  train: 

( c .)  To  securely  couple  and  connect  the  cars 
composing  the  train  with  couplers 
which  couple  automatically  by  impact, 
and  which  can  be  uncoupled  without 
the  necessity  of  men  going  in  between 
the  ends  of  the  cars. 

3.  Such  apparatus,  appliances,  and  means 
for  the  checking  of  speed  or  the  stopping  of 
any  train  or  car  shall  include  a  power  drive- 
wheel  brake  and  appliances  for  operating  the 
train-brake  system  upon  the  locomotive,  motor, 
or  car. 

4.  There  shall  also  be  such  a  number  of  cai’s 
in  evex y  train  equipped  with  powei’-  or  ti'ain- 
brakes  that  the  engineer  or  motorman  on  the 
locomotive  drawing  such  train  can  conti’ol  its 
speed,  or  bring  the  train  to  a  stop  in  the  quick¬ 
est  and  best  manner  possible,  without  requir¬ 
ing  the  brakemen  to  use  the  common  hand- 
bi'ake  for  that  purpose.

5.  Upon  all  trains  and  cars  carrying  pas¬ 
sengers  such  system  of  brakes  shall  be  con¬ 
tinuous,  instantaneous  in  action,  and  capable 
of  being  applied  at  will  by  the  engineer,  motor- 
man,  or  any  trainman,  and  the  brakes  must  be 
self-applying  in  the  event  of  any  failure  in  the 
continuity  of  their  action. 

6.  All  box  freight-cars  of  the  company  shall, 
for  the  security  of  railway  employees,  be 
equipped  with : — 

(a.)  Outside  ladders,  on  two  of  the  diago¬ 
nally  opposite  ends  and  sides  of  each 
car  projecting  below  the  frame  of  the 
car,  with  one  step  or  rung  of  each 
ladder  below  the  frame,  the  ladders 
being  placed  close  to  the  ends  and 
sides  to  which  they  are  attached;  and 

( b .)  Hand-grips  placed  anglewise  over  the 
ladders  of  each  box  car  and  so  ar¬ 
ranged  as  to  assist  persons  in  climbing 
on  the  roof  by  means  of  the  ladders : 
Provided  that,  if  there  is  at  any  time 
any  other  improved  side  attachment 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister, 
is  better  calculated  to  promote  the 
safety  of  the  train-hands,  the  Minister 
may,  by  certificate  under  his  hand  and 
seal  of  office,  require  all  cars  to  be 
fitted  with  the  said  improved  attach¬ 
ment. 

7.  All  freight-cars  shall  be  constructed  and 
equipped  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the 
Association  of  American  Railroads. 

8.  All  cabooses  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
gauge  connected  to  the  air-brake  train-pipe. 
The  gauge  shall  be  placed  in  cupola,  and  also 
shall  be  equipped  with  an  emergency  discharge- 
valve.  Each  caboose  to  be  equipped  with  an 
efficient  hand-brake  on  both  ends  of  car,  and 
each  hand-brake  to  work  in  harmony  with  the 
power-brake  thereon. 

9.  All  boarding  and  outfit  cars  shall  be 
equipped  with  an  emergency  valve  connected  to 
air-brake  train-pipe.  The  cord  shall  be  at¬ 
tached  to  the  handle  of  the  emergency  dis¬ 
charge-valve,  and  shall  run  full  length  of  car. 

10.  (1.)  Every  locomotive  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  bell  of  at  least  30  lb.  weight;  also  with 
a  foot-gong  and  with  a  whistle;  also  be 
equipped  with  a  step  or  steps  and  hand-holds 
on  both  sides  and  ends. 

(2.)  Foot-rests  shall  be  provided  on  the 
pilots  of  every- such  locomotive  sufficiently  wide 
for  a  man  to  stand  on.  Every  switching  or 
yard  locomotive  shall  be  equipped  with  foot¬ 
boards  to  be  not  less  than  10  inches  wide  and 
in  height  from  top  of  rail  to  top  of  tread  not 
more  than  12  nor  less  than  9  inches.  The  back 
of  such  foot-boards  shall  be  protected  by  a 
board  not  less  than  4  inches  high,  and  if  cut 
in  the  centre  the  inner  ends  shall  be  protected 
in  like  manner,  and  foot-boards  and  head¬ 
lights  shall  be  placed  on  both  ends  of  every 
locomotive  used  for  switching  service,  except 
in  cases  of  emergency.  In  no  case,  however, 
shall  any  locomotive  be  continuously  used  for 
switching  purposes  for  more  than  twenty-four 
hours  without  such  equipment. 

11.  Every  company  shall  adopt  and  use  upon 
all  its  rolling-stock  such  height  of  draw-bars 
as  the  Inspector  determines  in  accordance  with 
any  standard  from  time  to  time  adopted  by 
competent  railway  authorities. 

12.  The  Inspector  may,  upon  good  cause 
shown,  from  time  to  time  grant  delay  for  com¬ 
plying  with  the  provisions  of  these  rules. 

13.  Every  company  shall  strictly  conform  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  from  time  to  time 
approved  by  the  Association  of  American  Rail¬ 
roads  governing  the  loading  of  lumber,  logs, 
and  stone  on  open  cars,  and  the  loading  and 
carrying  of  structural  material,  plates,  rails, 
and  girders.  No  material  of  any  kind  shall  be 
carried  upon  the  roofs  of  cars. 

14.  No  passenger-train  shall  have  any 
freight,  merchandise,  or  lumber-car  in  the  rear 
of  any  passenger-car  in  which  any  passenger 
is  carried. 


15.  The  carrying  capacity  of  interurban  pas¬ 
senger-cars  shall  be  the  seating  capacity  only 
of  said  cars.  On  the  Central  Park  Line, 
British  Columbia  Electric  Railway  Company, 
Limited,  during  rush  hours  the  carrying  ca¬ 
pacity  in  addition  to  the  seating  capacity  may 
be  increased  on  the  basis  of  50  per  cent,  of  the 
seating  capacity. 

16.  All  interurban  cars  carrying  checked 
baggage  must  be  provided  with  a  separate 
compartment  for  this  purpose. 

17.  Passengers  are  prohibited  from  riding  on 
fenders  or  bumpers  or  upon  the  steps  of  car 
outside  the  gates  or  doors,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  company  and  every  conductor  in 
charge  of  a  car  or  train  of  cars  to  enforce 
this  rule. 

18.  When  any  railway  passes  over  any  navi¬ 
gable  water  or  canal  by  means  of  a  draw  or 
swing-span  which  is  subject  to  be  opened  for 
navigation,  every  train  or  electric  car  shall  be 
brought  to  a  full  stop,  and  shall  not  thereafter 
proceed  until  a  proper  signal  has  been  given 
for  that  purpose. 

Precautions  at  Railway  Crossings. 

19.  Every  engine,  train,  or  electric  car  shall, 
before  it  crosses  over  any  railway-track  at 
rail-level  be  brought  to  a  full  stop :  Provided 
that  whenever  there  is  in  use  at  any  such  cross¬ 
ing  an  interlocking  switch  and  signal  system  or 
other  device  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Min¬ 
ister,  renders  it  safe  to  permit  engines  and 
trains  of  electric  cars  to  pass  over  such  cross¬ 
ing  without  being  brought  to  a  stop,  the  Min¬ 
ister  may,  by  certificate  under  his  hand  and 
seal  of  office,  permit  such  engines  and  trains 
and  cars  to  pass  over  such  crossing  without 
stopping,  under  such  regulations  as  to  speed 
and  other  matters  as  the  Minister  deems 
proper. 

20.  Whenever  any  railway  crosses  any  high¬ 
way  at  rail-level,  the  company  shall  not,  nor 
shall  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees,  wilfully 
permit  any  engine,  tender,  or  car  or  any  por¬ 
tion  thereof  to  stand  on  any  part  of  such  high¬ 
way  for  a  longer  period  than  five  minutes  at 
one  time,  or,  in  shunting,  to  obstruct  public 
traffic  for  a  longer  period  than  five  minutes  at 
one  time,  or,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister, 
unnecessarily  interfere  therewith. 

Qualifications  and  Requirements  of  Employees. 

21.  No  employee  shall  engage  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  interurban  tramways  or  handle  train 
orders  unless  such  employee  shall  have  first 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  rules 
and  undergone  a  satisfactory  eye  and  ear  test 
by  a  competent  examiner,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  company  to  enforce  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  this  rule. 

22.  Every  locomotive  engineer,  motorman, 
and  conductor  must  pass  satisfactory  examina¬ 
tion  in  regard  to  the  proper  care  of  the  equip¬ 
ment,  the  handling  of  air-brakes,  train  rules 
and  regulations,  and  be  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age. 

23.  Train  dispatchers  required  to  handle 
train  orders  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  be  able  to  write  a  legible  hand,  and  be 
thoroughly  familiar  with  and  required  to  pass 
an  examination  upon  train  rules  before  a 
competent  examiner. 

24.  Motormen  must  not  allow  passengers 
nor  unauthorized  persons  to  ride  in  front 
vestibule  of  cars. 

25.  Motormen,  engineers,  conductors,  and 
trainmen  must  have  a  copy  of  the  company’s 
rules  and  also  a  copy  of  the  current  timetable 
in  their  possession  while  on  duty. 

Inspection  of  Cars  and  Trains. 

26.  All  cars  and  trains  must  be  inspected 
daily  before  being  allowed  to  go  into  service. 

27.  All  freight  trains  must  be  inspected  in 
accordance  with  Association  of  American  Rail¬ 
roads’  Rules  before  leaving  terminals.  Also  a 
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terminal  test  of  the  air-brakes  shall  be  made, 
and  where  cars  are  found  defective  they  shall 
be  set  out  and  repairs  made  before  they  are 
allowed  to  proceed.  When  for  any  reason  the 
train  has  parted  between  air-cars  or  air-hose 
has  been  uncoupled  the  following  test  to  be 
made:  After  all  couplings  have  again  been 
united  brakes  must  be  applied  and  released  by 
the  motorman’s  or  engineer’s  brake-valve,  and 
trainman  must  see  that  the  brakes  on  the  car 
immediately  behind  the  point  of  separation  and 
on  the  last  two  cars  are  operating  properly. 

28.  The  letters  “  A  ”  and  “  B  ”  shall  be 
stencilled  in  the  vestibule  of  cars.  The  end 
towards  which  the  cylinder  push-rod  travels 
shall  be  known  as  “  B  ”  end,  and  the  opposite 
end  as  “  A  ”  end.  When  motormen  and  others 
make  a  report  of  defects,  the  letters  “  A  ”  and 
“  B  ”  shall  be  used  to  show  to  which  end  re¬ 
pairs  are  necessary. 

29.  All  air-brake  equipment  on  passenger- 
cars  shall  be  cleaned  and  tested  every  six 
months.  All  air-brake  equipment  on  freight 
equipment  shall  be  cleaned  and  tested  once  a 
year.  Brake-cylinders  shall  be  stencilled  where 
the  work  was  done,  also  the  month  and  year. 
All  brake-valves  and  air-gauges  shall  be 
tested  once  a  month  and  a  small  sticker  giv¬ 
ing  date  and  year  shall  be  stuck  on  gauge- 
glass. 

Penalties. 

30.  Every  company  guilty  of  an  infraction 
of  any  of  these  rules  or  of  failure  to  discharge 
any  duty  imposed  upon  it  by  any  of  these  rules 
shall  be  liable,  pursuant  to  Part  XLV.,  sections 
288-295,  of  the  “  Railway  Act.” 

PART  VIII. 

City  Street-car  Equipment  and  Operation 
Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  The  term  “  Inspector,”  wherever  used  in 
these  rules,  shall  mean  an  Inspector  of  the 
Department  of  Railways;  “Department” 
shall  mean  Department  of  Railways;  and 
“  company  ”  shall  mean  a  street-railway  com¬ 
pany. 

2.  Every  company  shall  provide  and  cause 
to  be  used  on  all  trains  and  cars  modern  and 
efficient  apparatus,  appliances,  and  means: — 

(a.)  To  provide  immediate  communication 
between  the  conductor  while  in  any 
•  street-car  or  anv  car  of  a  passenger- 
train  and  the  motorman  or  engineer: 

( b .)  To  check  at  will  the  speed  of  the  train 
or  car  and  bring  the  same  safely  to 
a  standstill  as  expeditiously  as  pos¬ 
sible,  and,  except  under  circumstances 
of  sudden  danger  or  emergency,  with¬ 
out  causing  undue  discomfort  to  pas¬ 
sengers  (if  any)  on  the  train  or  car. 

3.  Such  apparatus,  appliances,  and  means 
for  the  checking  of  speed  or  the  stopping  of 
any  train  or  car  shall  include  a  power  drive- 
wheel  brake  and  appliances  for  operating  the 
train-brake  system  upon  the  locomotive,  motor, 
or  car. 

4.  There  shall  also  be  such  a  number  of  cars 
in  every  train  equipped  with  power-  or  train- 
brakes  that  the  engineer  or  motorman  on  the 
locomotive  or  motor  drawing  such  train  can 
control  its  speed  or  bring  the  train  to  a  stop 
in  the  quickest  and  best  manner  possible,  with¬ 
out  requiring  conductor  to  use  the  common 
hand-brake  for  that  purpose,  except  in  a  case 
of  emergency. 

5.  Upon  all  trains  and  cars  carrying  pas¬ 
sengers  such  system  of  brakes  shall  be  con¬ 
tinuous,  instantaneous  in  action,  and  capable 
of  being  applied  at  will  by  the  engineer,  motor- 
man,  or  any  trainman,  and  the  brakes  must 
be  self-applying  in  the  event  of  any  failure  in 
the  continuity  of  their  action,  except  in  single¬ 
end  and  double-end  two-men  street-cars. 

6.  Every  company  shall  adopt  and  use  upon 
all  its  rolling-stock  such  height  of  draw-bars 
as  the  Inspector  determines  in  accordance  with 
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any  standard  from  time  to  time  adopted  by 
competent  railway  authorities. 

7.  The  Inspector  may,  upon  good  cause 
shown,  from  time  to  time  grant  delay  from 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  these  rules. 

Equipment  and  Appliances  for  Passenger-cars 
Operating  on  City  Streets. 

8.  Every  company  shall  provide  and  cause 
to  be  used  on  all  cars  modern  and  efficient 
apparatus,  appliances,  and  means: — 

(a.)  To  provide  every  car  with  a  type  of 
fender  and  truck-guard  approved  by 
the  Inspector: 

(b.)  To  provide  every  car  with  a  window- 
guard  to  be  made  of  wire  screen,  mesh 
of  screen  to  be  not  more  than  2  inches, 
height  of  screen  to  be  not  less  than 
18  inches.  Screens  to  be  from  front 
vestibule  to  rear  vestibule  on  devel- 
strip  side  with  single-end  cars  and  both 
sides  with  double-end  cars:  This  does 
not  apply  to  P.C.C.  cars  which  are 
provided  with  an  approved  type  of 
protection : 

(c.)  To  equip  every  car  with  sanding  device 
for  sanding  rail: 

( d .)  To  provide  every  car  with  signboards 
designating  route  number  and  route 
upon  which  car  is  operating.  Sign¬ 
boards  to  be  placed  in  front  of  car 
where  they  can  be  seen  by  night  or 
day: 

(e.)  To  provide  casing  on  vestibules  of  car 
where  buffers  overlap  vestibules;  cas¬ 
ing  to  be  made  which  will  prevent 
persons  from  standing  on  it: 

(/.)  To  equip  every  car  with  window-wipers 
of  approved  pattern : 

(g.)  City  street-cars  must  be  equipped  with 
platform  doors  or  gates,  to  be  so  placed 
that  when  closed  the  steps  of  cars  will 
not  be  accessible  to  the  public  from  the 
street;  these  gates  or  doors  to  be 
closed  before  cars  are  in  motion  and 
not  opened  until  cars  have  come  to 
complete  stop : 

(h.)  The  height  of  step  on  city  street-cars 
from  the  top  of  rail  to  the  first  step 
must  not  exceed  16  inches: 

(?'.)  The  carrying  capacity  of  street-cars  in 
addition  to  the  seating  capacity  shall 
be  in  normal  hours  on  the  basis  of 
50  per  cent,  of  the  seating  capacity 
and  in  rush  hours  on  the  basis  of 
4  square  feet  for  each  and  every  stand¬ 
ing  passenger: 

( j .)  Plans  must  be  submitted  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  for  approval,  giving  the  seating 
capacity  and  dimensions  of  floor-space 
of  all  cars. 

9.  Every  street-car  or  train  of  street-cars 
run  or  operated  in  any  city  shall  be  provided 
with  at  least  one  gong  or  bell  to  be  used  as 
a  signal  or  warning  of  the  approach  of  such 
car  or  train;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
motorman  or  person  controlling  the  motive 
power  on  any  car  or  train,  when  approaching 
any  street  crossing  at  which  a  stop  will  not  be 
made,  to  ring  or  sound  such  gong  or  bell  within 
a  distance  not  exceeding  60  feet  from  such 
crossing;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  such 
motorman  or  person  controlling  the  motive 
power  of  any  street-car  to  sound  or  ring  such 
gong  or  bell  whenever  such  person  shall  have 
reason  to  believe  that  there  is  danger  of  such 
car  or  train  colliding  with  or  running  against 
any  person,  vehicle,  or  any  animal  or 
obstruction : 

(a.)  When  street-cars  are  stopped  at  street 
intersections,  before  car  is  started 
motorman  must  sound  gong: 

(b.)  Where  street-car  lines  intersect,  street¬ 
cars  approaching  such  intersection 
must  be  under  control  and  prepared  to 
stop : 
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(c.)  Before  passing  car  that  is  receiving  or 
letting  off  passengers,  speed  of  car 
must  be  reduced  to  5  miles  an  hour, 
and  foot-gong  must  be  rung  continu¬ 
ously  while  passing;  car  to  be  kept 
under  proper  control. 

(cl.)  Passengers  are  prohibited  from  riding- 
on  fenders  or  bumpers  or  upon  the 
steps  of  car  outside  the  gates  or  doors, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  com¬ 
pany  and  every  conductor  in  charge 
of  a  car  or  train  of  cars  to  enforce  this 
rule. 

( e .)  Motormen  must  not  change  route  or 
designation  signs  while  the  car  is  in 
motion. 

10.  When  any  railway  passes  over  any 
navigable  water  or  canal  by  means  of  a  draw 
or  swing-span  which  is  subject  to  be  opened 
for  navigation,  every  train  or  electric  car  shall 
be  brought  to  a  full  stop  and  shall  not  there¬ 
after  proceed  until  a  proper  signal  has  been 

■  given  for  that  purpose. 

11.  (a.)  Speed  limit  of  street-cars  shall  con¬ 
form  to  the  limits  of  speed  set  by  the  munici¬ 
pality  for  vehicular  traffic  except  on  business 
streets  of  a  city  where  the  speed  must  not 

:  exceed  18  miles  per  hour. 

( b .)  “  Business  streets  ”  for  the  purposes  of 
this  rule  shall  mean  and  include,  in  the  City 
of  Vancouver,  B.C.,  the  following:  — 

Main  Street  from  Union  Station  to  Powell 
Street. 

Hastings  Street  from  Gore  Avenue  to 
Granville  Street. 

Powell  Street  from  Dunlevy  Avenue  to 
Carrall  Street. 

Carrall  Street  from  Powell  Street  to  Cor¬ 
dova  Street. 

Cordova  Street  from  Carrall  Street  to 
Granville  Street. 

Richard  Street  from  Hastings  Street  to 
Robson  Street. 

Robson  Street  from  Richard  Street  to 

IThurlow  Street. 

Granville  Street  from  Cordova  Street  to 
Pacific  Street. 

Pender  Street  from  Granville  Street  to 
Burrard  Street. 

In  the  City  of  North  Vancouver,  B.C.: — 
Lonsdale  Avenue  from  Second  Street  to 
Ferry  Wharf. 

In  the  City  of  Victoria,  B.C. : — 

Government  Street  from  Belleville  Street 
to  Herald  Street. 

Douglas  Street  from  Fort  Street  to  Herald 
Street. 

Fort  Street  from  Government  Street  to 
Cook  Street. 

Yates  Street  from  Government  Street  to 
Douglas  Street. 

Pandora  Avenue  from  Douglas  Street  to 
Blanchard  Street. 

In  the  City  of  Nelson,  B.C.: — 

Baker  Street  from  Stanley  Street  to 
Josephine  Street. 

12.  The  Minister  may  alter  such  speed  in 
any  case  to  any  rate  which  he  deems  expedient. 

13.  Every  street-car  or  train  of  street-cars 
when  apnroaching  down-grades  shall  reduce 
sneed  and  be  kept  under  control. 

Precautions  at  Railway  Crossings. 

14.  (1.)  No  train  or  engine  or  electric  car 
shall  pass  over  any  crossing  where  two  lines 
of  railway  or  the  main  tracks  of  any  branch 
lines  cross  each  other  at  rail-level,  whether 
they  are  owned  by  different  companies  or  the 
same  company,  until  a  proper  signal  has  been 
received  by  the  conductor  or  engineer  in  charge 
of  such  train  or  engine  from  a  competent 
person  or  watchman  in  charge  of  such  cross¬ 
ing  that  the  way  is  clear. 

(2.)  In  the  case  of  an  electric  car  crossing 
any  interurban  or  steam  railway  track  at  rail- 


level,  if  there  is  no  competent  person  or  watch¬ 
man  in  charge  of  the  crossing,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  conductor,  before  crossing  and 
before  giving  the  signal  to  the  motorman  that 
the  way  is  clear  and  to  proceed,  to  go  forward 
and  see  that  the  track  is  clear. 

15.  Every  engine,  train,  or  electric  car  shall, 
before  it  passes  over  any  such  crossing  as  in  , 
the  last  preceding  section  mentioned,  be 
brought  to  a  full  stop:  Provided  that  when¬ 
ever  there  is  in  use  at  any  such  crossing  an 
interlocking  switch  and  signal  system  or  other 
device  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister, 
renders  it  safe  to  permit  engines  and  trains 
or  electric  cars  to  pass  over  such  crossing  with¬ 
out  being  brought  to  a  stop,  the  Minister  may, 
by  certificate  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office, 
permit  such  engines  and  trains  and  cars  to 
pass  over  such  crossing  without  stopping, 
under  such  regulations  as  to  speed  and  other 
matters  as  the  Minister  deems  proper. 

16.  Whenever  any  railway  crosses  any  high¬ 
way  at  rail-level  the  company  shall  not,  nor 
shall  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees,  wilfully 
permit  any  engine,  tender,  or  car,  or  any  por¬ 
tion  thereof,  to  stand  on  any  part  of  such  high¬ 
way  for  a  longer  period  than  five  minutes  at 
one  time,  or,  in  shunting,  to  obstruct  public 
traffic  for  a  longer  period  than  five  minutes  at 
one  time,  or,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister, 
unnecessarily  interfere  therewith. 

Qualifications  and  Requirements  of  Employees. 

17.  No  employee  shall  engage  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  street-cars  or  trains  or  handle  train 
orders  unless  such  employee  shall  have  first 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  rules 
and  undergone  a  satisfactory  eye  and  ear  test 
by  a  competent  examiner,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  company  to  enforce  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  this  rule. 

18.  Every  motorman  and  conductor  must 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  regard  to 
the  proper  care  of  the  equipment,  the  handling 
of  air-brakes,  train  rules  and  regulations,  and 
be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

19.  Motormen  must  not  allow  passengers  nor 
unauthorized  persons  to  ride  in  front  vestibule 
of  cars. 

Inspection  of  Cars  and  Trains. 

20.  All  street-cars'  and  trains  must  be  in¬ 
spected  as  to  air-brake  equipment  and  safety 
appliances  before  cars  or  trains  are  put  into 
service,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
motorman  to  personally  test  the  above  equip¬ 
ment  before  taking  charge  of  a  train  or  street¬ 
car. 

21.  The  letters  “  A  ”  and  “  B  ”  shall  be 
stencilled  in  the  vestibule  of  cars.  The  end 
towards  which  the  cylinder  push-rod  travels 
shall  be  known  as  “  B  ”  end  and  the  opposite 
end  as  “  A  ”  end.  When  motormen  and  others 
make  a  report  of  defects,  the  letters  “  A  ”  and 
“  B  ”  shall  be  used  to  show  to  which  end  re¬ 
pairs  are  necessary. 

22.  Brake-cylinders  and  triple  valves  on  all 
city  street-cars  shall  be  cleaned  every  six 
months.  Brake-cylinders  shall  be  stencilled 
where  the  work  was  done,  also  the  month  and 
year.  All  brake-valves  and  air-gauges  shall 
be  tested  once  a  month  and  a  small  sticker 
giving  date  and  year  shall  be  stuck  on  gauge- 
glass. 

Penalties. 

23.  Every  company  guilty  of  an  infraction 
of  any  of  these  rules,  or  of  failure  to  discharge 
any  duty  imposed  upon  it  by  any  of  these  rules, 
shall  be  liable,  pursuant  to  Part  XLV.  sec¬ 
tions  288-295,  of  the  “  Railway  Act.”
